We have a good navy, and wo do not 


appreciate it. As a matter of fact, cas- 
ualties ki our uew armorclads and 
crniseis have not been particularly fre- 
quent vrheu their sizo and their nnrnber 
nre considered. In this country every 
trivial tui^cliauco is caught up ami ex- 
ploited by tho sensational newspapers, 
but nothing is said of similar accidents 
in foreign navies.

Upon taking editorial charge of the
